RATIONING OF HOME- 
CANNED FOODS 

Each person in your family may 
give away as much as 50 quarts 
of home-canned food during any 
calendar year without collecting 
ration stamps. Any food which 
is sold does not qualify as a gift, 
however, and points must be col- 
lected for all sales at the rate of 
eight points per quart (4 points 
per pound). Home-canned food 
contributed to school lunch pro- 
grams and similar services is in- 
cluded in the 50 quarts. More 
than 50 quarts may be given away 
provided ration stamps are col- 
lected for all gifts exceeding that 
number. The stamps should be 
turned in to your local ration 
boards.

CHANGED FOR TRIPS 

Motorists can use their "A" 
ration books for trips into, or out 
of, the Eastern gasoline shortage 
area, according to rules recently 
announced by OPA. , Since July 
21, Eastern motorists' have been 
using "A-6" coupons, while 
those outside the East have been 
using "A-7*s". To overcome these 
difficulties in travel "across the 
border" a new amendment to the 
Gasoline Rationing Regulations 
permit "A" ration holders to ex- 
change any of their valid "A" 
coupons for other coupons that 
may be used in the area in which 
they expect to travel; Exchanges 
may be made and further Infor- 
mation secured at the War Price 
and Rationing Board. 



SEED FOR POTATOES 

To help potato growers get re- 
liable seed for 1944 plantings, a 
new seed classification— War ap- 
proved seed— has been created, 
the War Food Administration 
said recently. War Approved 
Seed will identify that part of 
the 1943 late crop' that is valu- 
able for seed but that has a high- 
er tolerance of defects than Cer- 
tified 8eed. Price ceilings, to be 
announced later by OPA, will be 
placed on both types. 



Substantial relief for the hous- 
ing shortage for servicemen at 
Virginia Beach has been effected 
by the opening of a dormitory 
accommodating forty-nine ser- 
vicemen. The dormitory is lo-{ 
cated at 19th Street and Arctic 
Ave., one block from the USO 
Club. Backing the enterprise is 
Frank D. Shean, popular manager 
of Seaside Park. 

This information was made 
public today by Edward J. Kelly, 
director of the USO, who stated 
that Mr. Shean's action has end- 
ed the long search for much 
needed inexpensive accomodations 
for servicemen. 

"Mr. Shean's sponsoring this 
dormitory means a lot to the 
servicemen and relieves a good 
part of the congestion in town." 
said Mr. Kelly. "Up until now 
we have been confronted with 
the impossible task of finding 
sleeping quarters for servicemen 
even after every possible accom- 
modation in town was filled. 
The USO advisory board has en- 
deavored through appeals over 
radio station WTAR, through 
the newspapers and by a mail 
campaign to secure additional 
rooms. There was still a demand 
for more accommodations. We 
finally decided on the idea of a 
dormitory operated at cost and 
set out to persuade a local citi- 
zen to back such a venture. Very 
many we approached thought 
well of the Idea but were involved 
in too many other duties. We've 
learned by experience, however, 
that Mr. Shean always seems to 
have time to do a heeded service." 
Mr. KeUy pointed out that the 
dormitory, although designed ex- 
clusively for servicemen, will be of 
great help to the town in placing 
couples, soldiers and sailors whose 
wives have often traveled across 
the continent to see their hus- 
bands in uniform. Formerly, they 
often arrived late only to find 
that many available rooms had 
been taken by single men off 
duty. Now with the dormitory 
open, the limited number of 
rooms available can be kept for 
couples. 

"We feel," said Mr. Kelly, 
"that the clean and spacious ac- 
commodations to be found in this 
dormitory is one of the finest 
contributions a public spirited 
citizen could make. It is anoth- 
er example of the cooperation and 
civic-mindedness Mr. Shean has 
so often demonstrated." 

Due to the labor shortage, an 
attended will not be on duty un- 
til 9:00 o'clock in the evening.

On Adak, Amchitka, Attu and 
other islands in the Aleutians 
chain, Seabees — the Navy's Con- 
struction Battalions — are doing a 
job, which, combined with similar 
activities in many other places in 
the Pacific, is paving the way for 
smashing the Japs in their home- 
land.

Cadet Nurse Corps 
Seeks 65,000 Quota 

The U. S. Cadet Nurse Corps, 
recently authorized by the Bol- 
ton Act, is seeking a quota of 
65,000 new student nurses this 
year. Corp members will attend 
any of the existing 1300 accredit- 
ed nursing schools that meet re- 
quirements of the law. Courses 
are accelerated from the usual 
36 months to 24 to 30 months. 

Depending upon their rank, 
student nurses will be paid main- 
tenance and monthly allowances 
of from $15 to $30 by the school 
of nursing or hospital.The schools 
in turn, are reimbursed by the 
U. S. Public Health Service, Fed- 
eral" Security Agency, which has 
been designated to administer 
the Bolton Act. 

Upon graduation, students in 
the Corps may become registered 
nurses through the unusual pro- 
cedure required by the school 
for graduation and after passing 
state board examinations. In 
return for benefits received, mem- 
bers agree that, health permit- 
ting, they will remain in essential 
nursing service for the duration 
of the war, cither civilian or mil- 
itary. They are not required to 
pledge themselves to military 
service only. «■

KEEPING OUR PROMISE 

People who still doubt that the 
war is being fought for the su- 
premacy of an ideal ought to re- 
gard thoughtfully what is taking 
place in Sicily where the Allied 
military forces are moving in. 

Under the joint auspices of the 
American and British govern- 
ments, we are establishing mili- 
tary government to be sure, but 
in no sense for the purpose of 
dominating or suppressing the 
people. One of the first acts of 
General Alexander, designated- by 
General Eisenhower as military 
governor of Sicily, was to tell the 
native population that the Allies 
planned "to deliver the people 
from the Fascist regime which 
led them into war and to restore 
Italy as a free nation." 

That sounds very much like the 
democratic ideal — and even more 
so when we learn that, as a mat- 
ter of practical application, it 
means freedom of religious wor- 
ship, the repeal of anti-Semitic 
laws and all other measures based 
on racial and religious descrim- 
ination. and, insofar as military 
safety permits, the recognition of 
freedom of speech and freedom 
of the press. 

Fascist leaders are being re- 
moved from office, the Fascist 
militia and the Fascist youth or- 
ganizations disbanded. In short, 
fascism is being abolished in 
Sicily. As we promised, the 
fascist tyranny is being destroy- 
ed. 

j What we are doing in Sicily 
represents the ideals which we 
have always held before ourselves 
in America, and it is exceedingly 
gratifying to know that, in oc- 
cupying enemy territory, we are 
fulfilling our pledge to set the 
people free in accordance with 
the avowed purposes for which 
we have said that we are fight- 
ing this war. 



USE TOOK HEAD! 

Probably the most destructive weapon in the world is the common 
match. Over a period of years, loss of life and property traceable to 
this minute stick of wood dwarfs the ghastliest work of the bombers. 
Fire prevention authorities state that matches and smoking consti- 
tute together the largest single Are cause. They have urged upon 
people the pithy maxim: "Matches have heads, but no brains. >Vhen 
you use their heads, use your brains." 

Never before has this advice been so applicable. The, nation is at 
war. Every home, every factory and every farm are part of the strug- 
gle. When fire strikes now M, strikes with double deadliness. In its 
ashes lie a portion of the war effort, irretrievably lost. Of course, 
property swept by fire will one day be restored. But in the mean- 
time, the nation is weakened the same as is a person with a cut finger. 

The importance of caution with matches can be well understood 
when it is realized that each year about 300 billion matches are con- 
sumed in the United States alone, or 850,000.000 daily. This means 
that, in terms of averages, approximately 600,000 flamep are started 
every minute. Each of these flames holds the possibility of causing 
a disastrous fire. 

No laws can prevent carelessness with matches. The most elaborate 
fire department in the world is helpless in the face of the potential 
destructive power of matches. They constitute a spectacular demon- 
stration of the fact that real fire prevention is largely up to the indi- 
vidual. Use your head! \ 



KEEP "DIGGING" 

Harold L. Ickes, Petroleum Administrator for War. has said that: 
•We must keep digging to find as near a billion and a quarter bar- 
rels of new oil each year as possible." But the plain fact is that we 
are not "digging" and this nation which is geared to the use of huge 
quantities of oil, faces a dangerous crude oil shortage. 

Main reason for new well shortage can be found within the gov- 
ernment. Restrictions on material and equipment, together with in- 
adequate crude oil prices set by government officials, are threaten- 
ing our oil supply. 

John M. Lovejoy, president of the Seaboard Oil Company, alarmed 
at the complacency of authorities, shows that "wildcat" drilling, far 
from being sufficient, should be immediately more than tripled. He 
warns that: "If new discoveries are to keep pace with withdrawals, 
which is a reasonable desideratum, and assuming a continuation of 
the percentages of hits and average size of new fields as shown for 
the years 1941 and 1942 .... more than 10.000 wildcat wells should 
be drilled in 1943 .... Any statement carrying the implication that 
currently equaling 1942 exploratory activity is sufficient, is mislead- 
ing and will not bear even casual analysis." 

Oil men know the facts about oil resources. Their advice should 
be heeded.

Cordell Hull and Sumner Welles are a couple of swell gentlemen. 
After ten years of good work together in the State Department 
they appear to have reached the parting of the ways. That may be 
accounted for on the general grounds of "differences of opinion" con- 
cerning the administration of international affairs. Mr. Hull left the 
Senate ten years ago to become Premier of President Roosevelt's 
Cabinet. He had made a splendid reputation in the Senate. Welles 
began his career in the State Department at that time and soon 
built a reputation as an able diplomat. 

As time went on Hull began to talk like an old conservative and 
Welles displayed signs of agreeing with most of the New Deal pol- 
icies. At first they were able to strike fair balances, and their team- 
work reflected principally to the credit of Hull. But when the Sec- 
retary was away the statements and declarations from the Under- 
Secretary sounded so unlike those by Hull that the latter became 
critical— and so they drifted apart. Unless Congress puts a crimp 
in Mr. Hull's plan he'll be using his trade treaty prescriptions to 
make -the world safe against protective tariffs in the post war era. 



NOT ENOUGH BEEF 

According to market reports from Chicago, Kansas City, St. Paul 
and Omaha there were 47 per cent fewer cattle passing through the 
.stockyards in the first two weeks of August than during the corres- 
ponding two weeks of 1942. Perhaps the black market stepped up 
its competition with the packing houses, inasmuch as unofficial re- 
ports from housewives in Virginia indicate that they got more than 
usual supplies from local markets during the depression, despite the 
reports from official sources and the big butchers In the Middle West. 

When Congress gets back to town OPA Administrator Brown is 
going to have a busy time explaining the reasons why- the rationing 
programs continue to be gummed up. 

One complaint against Brown Is that his general manager Chester 
Bowles has proved to be hard-boiled about replacing men in OPA 
who are doing a good job with "deserving Democrats."

VERTICAL WARFARE. By 
Francis Vivian Drake, 142 pp.

At this moment in the history 
of World War n the fascinated 
attention of the world is focused 
on the continued long-range 
bombing of Hamburg. It would 
seem that the military leaders 
have determined to make a test 
case to establish the exact rally- 
ing power of fan aerial target, or 
its "resistance limit" beyond 
which total obliteration occurs. 
Written before the present air of- 
fensive began, VERTICAL WAR- 
FARE, which, has just come off 
the press, appears at a time of 
high interest in the subject. For 
the layman, not too well versed 
in matters aeronautical, this 
book will serve as a strong search- 
light illuminating the picture of 
offensive bombing now in prog- 
ress, revealing the theories and 
aims behind the bombing. More- 
over, it will point the way to an 
intelligent evaluation of what is 
being done and what can be ac- 
complished. 

The author, an Englishman by 
birth, writes from some 30 years 
of training and experience in the 
field of aviation. He, like the 
great aeronautical authority Ma- 
jor Alexander de Seversky, be- 
lieves that the public— and many 
military leaders— are not yet fully 
awake to the implications of the 
new force of airpower, or bomb- 
ing. They both maintain that air 
power is already able to strike at 
the source of the enemy's war 
power at the outset, and thus ef- 
fect a tremendous saving in lives 
and money. They believe that in 
a democracy such as ours the 
whole people should understand 
this new primary weapon which 
presents the only conceivable 
means of early victory, and so 
they have written clearly and 
with forceful conariction about' a 
subject that until recently has 
been shrouded In mystery and 
secrecy. Both stress urgently the 
compulsion that rests upon the 
citizens and the military leaders 
alike to comprehend the poten- 
tialities of this vast, new force and 
to utilize it to the utmost in the 
interest of saving bloodshed and 
countless lives. 

Francis Drake writes with the 
urgency of a man with a vital 
message. He analyses, explains 
carefully, and exhorts.. He gives 
to his readers an understanding 
6f vertical warfare: the principles 
on which it is based; the tools — 
types of planes, combat crews, 
bombs, armament, and photogra- 
phy; and the technique of deal- 
ing with moving and stationary 
targets.

This is a gigantic under- 
taking, and we can hope to be 
successful only if our volunteer 
salesmen contact every patriotic

Meanwhile, Dr. Francis Pendle- 
ton Gaines, State Chairman of 
the War Finance Committee, 
warned against the possibility of 
good war news generating a feel- 
ing that victory is near at hand. 

"Such over-confidence and op- 
timism might be reflected in the 
Third War Loan Campaign, with 
a result that our Government 
will not obtain the money it 
needs to finance the War. It is 
true we have destroyed the Axis 
in Africa and have swept it out 
of Sicily. After many months of 
preparing and fighting, things 
are going our way in the Medit- 
erranean and in the Pacific. But 
only the weak third partner of 
the Axis is groggy. 

"The tide of battle has turned 
in our favor because we have suc- 
ceeded in mobilizing for war. In 
total war our fighting men do not 
win on the battlefront unless the 
people back home have worked 
as a team building up the sup- 
plies and the weapons with 
which the battles are won. 

"Now is the time to slug on the 
home sector. If we relax our at- 
tack, if we relax in production 
and permit a single soldier to be 
short of food or ammunition, we 
open the way for the Germans 
and the Japs to start a swing 
from the floor. 

"Wars, battles, ball games and 
horse races have been lost re- 
peatedly by contestants who got 
out in front and then grew over- 
confident. There is grave danger 
in assuming that the war is over, 
or that the way ahead will be 
fast or easy. The Germans and 
the Japs, every one, are fighting 
to the death. The enemy has 
the advantage of the defense, 
short lines of supply and a de- 
cade of preparation for war. 

"We have to transport millions 
of men, and for them the food, 
the bullets, the tanks, the guns, 
over thousands of miles of sub- 
Infested war, to more than 50 
battle fronts. In spite of our 
successes the war will be won by 
ships, planes, tanks and guns 
which are yet to come off the 
production line. This war is an 
uphill job— to the very end and 
until our final victory."

OUR PLEDGE TO 

Forty-five years ago the United States engaged in a war with 
Spain because of the way the latter country had misgoverned Cuba 
and mistreated its people. Admiral George Dewey was in command 
of a fleet of ships in China at the time and he was ordered by 
President McKinley to destroy a Spanish fleet in Philippine waters. 
He carried out orders and got the news through to Washington. 
Then the cables were cut and that was the last heard from Dewey 
for some time. 

General Wesley Merrltt finally showed up in the Philippines with 
armed forces and joined Dewey in tho capture of the city of Manila, 
August 13, 1898. 

Our lawful prize Cuba was turned loose and became an independent 
republic in 1902, but the Philippines likely never would have been 
seized if there had been radio communications to advise Dewey to 
keep on sailing the high seas. The provisional government of the 
Philippines is "in exile" in Washington. 

We have paved Manila with professions of good intentions to make 
her free for nearly 45 years, and there is a law about it fixing 1948 
as the date for delivery of promised goods. President Roosevelt is 
in favor of knocking off two or three years of time on account of 
good behavior, and in his recent radio address he told the Filipinos 
that "their bravery at Corregidor and Bataan was the finest proof 
of their fitness to be a nation 'equal to any on earth.' " arid he added: 
"The President gives the Filipino people his word that the Republic 
of the Philippines will be established the moment the power of our 
Japanese enemies is destroyed." 

That statement and promise will undoubtedly be approved by the 
Congress and receive the hearty applause of the people of the United 
States. Hasten that triumphant day!

PRODUCTION GOES UP 

Chairman Nelson of the War Production Board tells us that muni- 
tions production in July increased 3 per cent over June. This was 
less than the gain scheduled for that month, but there is cause for 
cheer in the report because it means that the trend of output has re- 
sumed Its upward course. Earlier production, since April, had not 
come close enough to the monthly gains desired to make officials 
very happy. The various causes seem to be clearing up, because WPB 
officials are confident that August production will have shown a gain 
at least comparable to that of July. 

While output was below the hoped for increase, it must be re- 
membered that in terms of production totals the quantities of guns, 
tanks, planes and ships pouring from American factories is enor- 
mous. For example, July production was at a rate nearly six times 
that of November, 1941, the month preceding Pearl Harbor. 

That fact and the resumption of the upward trend of output show 
once again that American industry can deliver the goods in spite of 
handicaps in unparalleled fashion. 



REAL ESTATE INFLATION 

A warning has been issued in Washington by the National Hous- 
ing Agency against inflated real estate prices that have been^caused 
by wartime conditions in many Industrial areas. The Agency says 
that this represents a dangerous trend and should be guarded 
against in the Interest of property owners, home financing institu- 
tions and communities. 

Inflation of prices of farm lands also creates another dangerous 
trend. 



The four freedoms may not 
have been called that in Revolu- 
tionary War days, but Americans 
were fighting for them just as 
truly then as they are today. We 
were re-impressed with that truth 
after reading "Origins of the 
American Revolution" by John C. 
Miller, an August Book-of-the- 
Month Club choice. 

John C. Miller is a professor 
at Bryn Mawr college, who looks 
so young that his publishers 
hesitated to release his picture 
because they figured that no one 
would believe he could have writ- 
ten such a scholarly and impor- 
tant book. Much material hith- 
erto unpublished in book form 
appears in "Origins of the Amer- 
ican Revolution." To gather his 
data, Miller spent several years 
absorbing great collections of 
letters, flies of all influential 
newspapers during these eventful 
years of our history, and records 
from Parliament. 

Despite the youth of the author, 
this Book-of-the-Month Club se- 
lection has been appraised by 
competent scholars as "the best 
book on the American Revolution 
that has yet been written*" 

One interesting point, not com- 
monly known, which Mr. Miller 
makes is that almost up to 
1770 comparatively few colonists 
thought in terms .of complete in- 
dependence. The preponderant 
opinion as to the best way to set- 
tle the differences between the 
| home country and the colonies 
i was by the formation of a Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of nations. 
One of the warmest advocates of 
this radical notion on this side of 
the Atlantic was Benjamin 
Franklin. It was contemptuously 
refused by the then governing 
group in England, though favor- 
ed by many liberal Englishmen, 
conspicuously by the great econo- 
mist Adam Smith. The British 
finally adopted it — 150 years too 
late, when it became the new 
plan upon which the British Em- 
pire was reorganized, after World 
War I. 

Probably the most unpopular 
colonists in pre-Revolutionary 
days were the "Stamp Masters" 
—men assigned by Parliament to 
collect taxes. One Stamp Mas- 



ter, a Colonel Mercer of Virginia, 
journeyed from London to Virgin- 
ia to find himself hanging in ef- 
figy there. Mercers resignation 
was demanded as soon as he ar- 
rived. He begged for timV took 
a look at the mob, and then an- 
nounced that he would not car- 
ry out his duties as Stamp Mas- 
ter. "Instantly," writes Miller, 
"he became a hero. He was 
raised upon the shoulders of the 
people and carried around town 
to the music of French horns." 

Women, too, played their part 
in originating the Revolution. 



They refused, for instance, to 
buy London finery and fashions. 
When Tea Taxes were imposed, 
they also refused to drink tea. 
Up to this time, moat Americans 
were confirmed tea drinkers. 
One traveler reported that there 
was "hardly a fanner's wife or 
poor woman who dees not drink 
tea in the morning." After the 
tax was imposed, when tea was 
found In the possession of one 
man in Bedford, Massachusetts, 
he was given the alternative of 

either surrendering his tea or be- 
ing turned over to the women of 



the town for punishment,

The Christmas shopping 
is here— even though the weather 
is still warm. 

Mailing of gifts for Army and 
Navy personnel overseas must be- 
gin by September 15, if many of 
the men and women in our armed 
services are not to be disappoint- 
ed. 

Christmas gifts may be mailed 
by parcel post to Array men and 
women overseas only between 
September 15 and October 15. 
After the latter date, such par- 
cels may not be mailed unless a 
written request from the soldier 
for the article is presented with 
each parcel. No soldier should 
have to ASK for a Christmas 
gift; so gifts must be mailed on 
time. The Navy also urges that 
gifts be mailed between Septem- 
ber 15 and October 15. 

Reasons for the early mailing 
dates are: The vast distances 
that the parcels must travel to 
reach our men at war fronts and 
stations the world over; frequent 
transfers of thousands of men 
from one location to another, 
which means forwarding of the 
mail and consumes additional 
time; the necessity for giving pre- 
ference to reinforcements, arms, 
munitions, medicine and food in 
allotment of shipping space, 
which oftens means that the 
shipments of gifts must wait. 
And it is most urgent that gifts 
be delivered to the men in time 
for Christmas, to keep their spir- 
it high. 

Weeks are required for a ship 
to reach many of our fighting 
men. There can be no assurance, 
of course, that the first ship sail- 
ing for those distant places will 
have space available to carry 
Christmas parcels. Gifts may 
have to wait until vitally needed 
supplies and equipment have been 
shipped, to assure victory and to 
save the lives of our men. 

Rules for Christmas mailings 
to the fighting forces overseas 
were made public in June for the 
guidance of early shoppers. They 
include: 

The parcel must not exceed 
five pounds, and must not be 
more than 15 inches In length or 
36 inches in length and girth 
combined. It should be marked 
"Christmas parcel" so that it may 
be given special attention to as- 
sure its arrival before December 
25. 

Not more than one parcel may 
be mailed in any one week to the 
same member of the armed forc- 
es by or in behalf of the same 
mailer. Because censorship is 
necessary, packages should be se- 
curely tied but in a manner which 
permits easy inspection of con- 
tents. Perishable goods, such as 
fruits that may spoil, are prohib- 
ited. Intoxicants, inflammable 
materials such as matches or 
lighter fluid, poisons, and any- 
thing that may damage other 
mail also are prohibited. In gen- 
eral the public is urged not to 
send food or clothing. 

Addresses must be written 
clearly and completely. In ad- 
dition to the return address of 
the sender, a parcel for ari\Army 
man should show the^name.jrank. 
Army serial number^ Drahch of 
service, organization, Army post 
office number, and name of post 
office through which the parcel is 
routed. The address on a parcel 
for a Navy man should include 
the name and rank or rating of 
the addressee, the Naval unit to 
which he is assigned and the 
Navy number assigned thereto, or 
the name of his ship, and the 
fleet post office through which 
the parcel is touted.

Hatch- 
eries could not meet the demand 
for early poults and more than 
the usual number of late poults 
were produced. Cold wet weather 
resulted in a heavy death loss of 
poults. 

The actual proportions that 
will move in successive months 
will depend to a considerable ex- 
tent upon later developments. 
Actual marketings may vary 
somewhat from intended market- 
ings. Last year actual market- 
ings were about the same as in- 
tended marketings while In 1940 
and 1941 they were somewhat la- 
ter than expected. A scarcity of i 
food with lower than usual pro- 
tein content may retard the 
growth of young turkeys this year i 
and delay marketing somewhat. !

L. McCarthy Downs, State Aud- 
itor of Public Accounts, has re- 
ported to Governor Darden that 
Virginia's liquor system showed 
a net profit of $10,637,219.21 for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1943. This was $2,545,754.00 more 
than the fiscal year 1941-42. 
Of the total net profits the State 
treasury will receive $5,212,406.40 
and the localities $5,424,812.81. 
Under the law the State gets the 
first $2,500,000.00 of profits and 
of the remainder of the profits 
the localities get two-thirds and 
the State one-third. The two- 
thirds being apportioned on the 
basis of population. ' 

Gross operating costs, including 
warehousing, transportation, la- 
bor, rentals, state administrative 
offices and miscellaneous items, 
totaled $2,505,891.49. 

Princess Anne county will re- 
ceive $35,242.15 as its share of 
:hs net profits derived from ABC 
receipts for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1943, allotted on a 
population basis. 



Heading the list of what the 
overseas serviceman wants in his 
Christmas package are "newsy 
cheerful letters from home and 
recent photographs or snapshots 
of family and friends," accord- 
ing to information received by a 
canvass of overseas Yank corres- 
pondents and officers recently re- 
turned from various theaters of 
war. 

Cigarette lighters "that will 
light in a strong wind" with ex- 
tra flints and wicks run a close 
second in articles wanted, follow- 
ed by such Items as: waterproof, 
shockproof wrist watches, hunt- 
ing or boy-scout knives, and 
small, inexpensive cameras with 
an ample supply of films. (Army 
Censorship Office warns that 
film may be sent overseas only 
if in the manufacturer's original 
package with seal unbroken.) 
Phonograph records are prohib- 
ited because of the possibility of 
concealed messages being sent. 

Other items which appear on 
a great many lists submitted by 
various theaters of operations, 
are: fountain pens and pencil 
sets with extra lead; subsciptiont 
to pocket-size magazines; small- 
size books; flashlights; compact 
writing portfolios rigid enough to 
be used as writing boards; bill- 
folds; identification bracelets; 
dog tag chains; small steel mir- 
rors; fine tempered, rust-proof 
razor blades; fingernail scissors; 
pipes; handkerchiefs; OD socks 
and extra underwear; and good 
linen playing cards and poker 
chips. 

The Post Exchange carries ba- 
sic necessities, and where there is 
no Post Exchange the men are 
issued soap, razor blades, toilet 
equipment, tobacco and candy. 
Temporary shortages are often 
quickly met. DO NOT send food 
orJ assorted commercial packages 
of goodies — except well-packed 
fruitcake. Do not send elaborate 
shaving kits or cigarettes. Even 
where cigarettes are most heavily 
rationed, men are allowed a pack 
a day. Civilians often forget 
that the shortages they exper- 
ience may not be true of service- 
men. 

In addition to the articles 
wanted by Army men, the Navy 
also asks for foot powder, saddle 
soap, sun lotion, small, folding 
picture frames, checkerboards and 
backgammon games. Members 
of the Women's Auxiliary Corps 
serving overseas put swimming 
and laundry needs above all else, 
and warn well-wishers that they 
have no use for civilian clothing 
or accessories. 

Whatever is sent, the personal 
tastes of the* recipient, 1 and his 
particular theater of operation 
should be considered. SEND 
LOVE RATHER THAN POOR 
QUALITY— gift articles must be 
durable. They should be compact 
and easy to carry. To prevent 
disappointing the serviceman, 
relatives and friends should be 
careful to avoid duplication of 
gifts. • !

County Agent Urges 
Treatment of All 
Seed Grains 

Method of Handling To 
Prevent Loss Recommended 
by Ozlin 



Time spent in treating seed 
grain is valuable time — too valu- 
able not to be Used, County 
Agent Ozlin says, and the cost will 
be repaid many times over in 
next year's harvest. 

Diseases of small grain, es- 
pecially scab on winter wheat and 
spring barley, were prevalent in 
Virginia this .year. A dust treat- 
ment before planting for all seed 
wheat, oats and barley is recom- 
mended. It will aid in reducing 
losses from scab; and it will also 
help prevent stinking smut of 
wheat, loose and covered smuts of 
oats, covered and black loose 
smuts of barley, and the seed- 
borne stripe disease. It will not 
control loose smut of wheat or 
brown loose smut of barley. 

Getting small grain seed ready 
for planting should include the. 
selection of the best seed avail- 
able; thorough cleaning and fan- 
ning to remove spabby and other 
light-weight kernels, chaff, and 
weed seeds; and a dust treatment 
with New Improved Ceresan. 

A proper dust treatment does 
not injure the seed, according to 
E. K. Vaughan, plant pathologist 
with the Virginia Agricultural 
Extension Division. But the dust 
is poisonous and proper precau- 
tions must be taken, he warns. 

Some kind of a mixing machine 
is needed — a barrel, cement mix- 
er, old churn. Vaughan recom- 
mends a chute arrangement call- 
ed the Minnesota seed grain 
treater. It saves time, does a 
thorough job, and costs less than 
$5 to build. Plans for this mixer 
and full directions on how to 
treat seed are obtainable from the 
county agent's office. 

Scabby Grain Not Good 

Much of the wheat and barley 
in Virginia this year and also in 
the large grain-producing states 
is infected with scab, a fungus 
disease that makes the grain 
Mckening to pigs, dogs and hum- 
an beings. 

County Agent Ozin has just 
received these recommendations 
from the plant and animal path- 
ologist of the Virginia Agricultur- 
al Extension Division: 

1. Do not mix scabby grain 
with clean grain. 

2. Separate scabby wheat from 
sound grain. This can be done 
with proper cleaning equipment. 
It is difficult to separate scabby 
barley from sound grain because 
the blighted kernels or barley- 
are net reduced greatly in size or 
weight. 

3. Use scabby grain on the farm 
rather than sell it, even at a dis- 1 
count. 

4. Feed scabby grain to cattle,

livestock. Considerable late hay 
was being cut. In some Instances 
it was a matter of getting the 
lespedeza or soybeans cut before 
they dried up. Tomatoes were 
being harvested to all sections of 
the State, with some going to 
waste in Accomac, due to low 
prices and inability of canners 
to handle the crop. A great va- 
riety of odd jobs are being done 
by many farmers ant the State 
such as cutting weeds to fence 
rows, cutting wood, hauling ma- 
nure, spreading lime, etc. About 
two-thirds of the flue-cured to- 
bacco had been harvested by the 
end of the week and one-fourth 
of the fire-cured. 

The feed situation has gotten 
so critical in some northern and 
central counties that considerable 
numbers of livstock are being sold 
and many more will be marketed 
in the next few months unless 
there is some relief. Milk pro- 
duction is being cut due to poor 
pastures and lack of grain and 
high protein feeds. The drier 
sections report a good many wells 
and small streams are drying 
up with some farmers already 
hauling water. 
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JOBS TO GUIDE FATHER 
—DRAFT 

After October 1, when draft- 
ing of fathers begins, those in 
non - deferable activities or oc- 
cupations, regardless of their 
order numbers, will be the first 
fathers called for military ser- 
vice. Those who transfer to es- 
sential occupations and thus re- 
lease single men for military ser- 
vice help to decrease the need for 
drafting fathers. Generally speak- 
ing, after October 1, the occupa- 
tion of an eligible registrant 
will determine whether he will 
be inducted or deferred if his 
number is called. However, -the 
question of hardship to depend- 
ents must be given consideration 
in each case.

When Americans have a Job to 
do they go at it with the Ingen- 
uity and diligence of free men, 
and they get results. They ac- 
cept training, of course; that's 
necessary on both the war and 
the production fronts. But they 
go far beyond that, when some 
unexpected situation arises and a 
man needs to act on his own In 
tttative. For one thing about 
Americans is this— we're individu- 
als and able to think for our- 
selves no matter how much we 
must cooperate with others. This 
generation has gotten back the 
vigor and clear-sightedness with 
which our forefathers subdued a 
continent. 

When the war is over and we 
can. all go back to work on peace- 
time projects this new spirit 
should fan the fires of individual 
initiative and provide rewards for 
toe man who stands on Ms own 
two feet and does his job the way 
he sees fit, provided it doesn't 
Interfere with anyone else's 
rights

THE ROAD TO VICTORY 

The surrender of Italy Is of the greatest importance. Within a 
short time North Africa, the Mediterranean, Italy and a large part of 
Russia and Important sections in the Pacific have been seized by the 
Allies. Remember that within 43 days after the fall of Bulgaria in 
1918 Germany surrendered. This makes it possible to understand 
that there is a probability of the Nazi machine cracking at most any 
time.

The Third War Loan comes at 
an appropriate time for farmers. 
More than 40 per cent of their 
cash income is received during 
the last four months of the year. 

"Agricultural income has in- 
creased and indebtedness has de- 
creased since 1940, the last 'nor- 
mal' year, L. E. Partain, associ- 
ate field director, U. S. Treasury, 
pointed out. "Country banks are 
bursting with Idle money, with 
demand deposits in the neighbor- 
hood of 4 billion dollars. 

Will Help in Post-War Period 

Partain said that "world de- 
mand for food and fiber will con- 
tinue for at least two years after 
the war" but that a decline may 
then be anticipated. In the per- 
iod that follows, War Bonds will 
prove of inestimable value. 

"Our present pressure for maxi- 
mum production is taking heavy 
toll of soil fertility, equipment, 
and buildings which must event- 
ually be replaced. War bonds can 
furnish the funds to make these 
replacements. 

"A second powerful argument 
for the farmer Investing in War 
Bonds," Partain said, "is to in- 
sure the satisfaction of his fam-

Emergency Hay 
Program to Be 
Carried Out 



Details of the Emergency Hay 
program which Southern States 
Cooperative has been drafted by 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, a branch of the Federal 
government, to carry out In the 
drought-stricken areas of Virgin- 
ia, Maryand. Delaware, and West 
Virginia, have just been an- 
nounced by Dr. T. K. Wolfe, 
Richmond, Va., director of distri- 
bution for the cooperative and in 
charge of the hay distribution. 

The program will operate in 46 
counties of Virginia. Farm lead- 
ers have estimated that because 
of the drought, the feed crops 
in this area will be only about 39 
per cent of normal, and that it 
will take thousands of tons of 
"good" legume hay to tide dairy 
farmers over the period between 
now and next summer's harvest 
season. Making the drought- 
caused feed shortage even more 
serious than in normal tunes is 
the fact that the livestock popu- 
lation this year Is one of the lar- 
gest of all times. 

Since the government hay pro- 



the consuming public which is al- 
ready demanding more milk than 
a normal milk supply could meet, 
the hay will be available only to 
dairy farmers. 

Southern States is allowed a 
handling margin, but Its pro- 
posal that it handle hay at an 
out-of-pocket cost with no al- 
lowance for normal overhead and 
general administrative costs and 
that whatever money la made be 
returned to the government as a 
credit against any subsidy which 
Commodity Credit has paid on 
the hay was accepted by the gov- 
ernment agency. In the event 
that there is an out-of-pocket 
loss in handling the hay South- 
ern States will absorb the loss. 
Government hay can be sold by 
the cooperative only to farm sup- 
ply ^ dealers and to cooperative 
agricultural associations servic- 
ing farm supplies and not direct 
to farmers. Only eligible dairy 
farmers will be permitted to 
purchase government hay under 
this program, and they will be re- 
quired to sign an eligibility cer- 
tificate.

BOOHS TO OWN 



Some time ago, after an ex- 
of the feet of thou- 
sands of school children in sev- 
eral large cities in another state, 
it was discovered that many 
youngsters were suffering with 
more or less defined foot ailments. 
Ill fitting shoes- which were 
either too short or too narrow or 
both, were blamed for much of 
this unfortunate situation. The 
investigation indicated that be- 
cause of negligence or from a 
false sense of economy, many 
parents of these young foks were 
permitting them to wear shoes 
they had outgrown. With shoe 
rationing now in force it is pos- 
sible that more than the usual 
number of children are wearing 
improper shoes. In any event, it 
is a practice that needs to be rem- 
edied," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner. 

"To foist badly fitting shoes 
upoa children not only is likely 
to cause discomfort, but can 
permanently injure the feet by 
creating bunions and misshapen 
toes. In itself, this is sufficient- 
ly, and often painfully, unfor- 
tunate. However, sometimes 
headache, backache, neuritis and 
rheumatism manifest themselves 
in later life as a direct result of 
this short-sighted or careless par- 
ental policy. 

"Of course, no parent deliber- 
ately would desire such things to 
happen. Doubtless, it is the far- 
thest idea from their minds, 
when they keep improper shoes 
on the feet cf their children. 
Lack of this motive, however, 
does not alter the unhappy re- 
sults. 

"Shoe salesmen do their utmost j celve 
to fit young people properly, and bought 



BROOKLYN is probably one of 
the best known and least under- 
stood towns in the USA. It is 
large enough to be a leading 
metropolis in its own right and 
yet. because of its proximity to 
New York, it is usually thought of 
as a sort of backyard big city. 

Maybe that's why Brooklynites 
feel so strongly about their home 
town. Here is Betty Smith, for 
instance, the author of one of 
the year's most highly praised 
first novels — "A Tree Grows to 
Brooklyn."

Second, take it to your meat 
dealer who will give you four 
cents a pound. Third, send the 
money you receive from this 
source to the Virginia Night Over 
Berlin Fund, c o Virginia Salvage 
Committee, P. O. Box 1618, Rich- 
mond, Va.

sheep and mature chickens. It 
does these classes of livestock no 
injury and experiments show that 
its feeding value is fair. 

5. Do not feed scabby grain to 
swine or horses. However, grain 
that is only moderately infected 
with scab may be mixed with 
sound grain and fed to hogs. 
How much scabby grain to use 
depends on several factors and no 
definite proportion can be recom- 
mended. If it is necessary to 
feed some scabby grain, it should

Every year weevils 
large amount of stored grains in 
Virginia. In normal years this 
loss, though one that farmers can 
ill afford, may not seem so Im- 
portant, but this year, Mr. Oslin 
comments, we cannot afford to 
lose any food or feed. 

Weevil damage to stored grains, 
peas and beans can be prevented. 
The method of control is simple 
and far cheaper than the losses 
usually suffered where stored 
grains are not properly treated, 
The entomologist of the Virginia 
Agricultural Extension Division 
recommend fumigation with car- 
bon disulphide, a material that 
can be purchased at most drug 
stores and dealers in chemical 
supplies. 

Carbon disulphide Is a liquid 
which, upon exposure to air, 
forms a heavy gas. Since it is 
highly inflammable, precautions 
against explosion and fire must 
be observed. Best results are ob- 
tained from treatments made in 
air-tight containers. Under air- 
tight conditions, a pound will 
treat 80 bushels or 100 cubic feet.

Quotas on farmers' and pack- 
ers' purchases of new burlap bags 
for packing certain agricultural 
products have been removed for 
the balance of 1943.

The 
classes are offered as electives 
for children of the 4th, 5th, 6th 
and 7th grades and for high 
school students. The classes are 
held once a week for each age 
group and last forty minutes to 
one hour. Miss Helen Van Fleet, 
beginning her seventh year with 
Princess Anne county, and Miss 
Violet C. Baird, the new teacher, 
are in charge of the classes. 
Both teachers will devote their 
full time to carrying on and ex- 
tending the teaching program, 
conducting classes in the public 
school buildings.

The campaign for support of 
Week-Day Religious Education in 
Princess Anne county is starting 
this month, under the direction 
of Mrs. W. R. Ashburn, chairman 
of the finance committee. This 
is the seventh year of continuous 
operation in our county. 

In a special bulletin being is- 
sued by the Council of Week-Day 
Religious Education, the Rev. 
Stiles B. Lines, president of the 
council, summarizes what the 
program does in Princess Anne 
county as follows: 

It reaches the children. Of 
the more than. 1560 children en- 
rolled in grades 4 through 7 last 
year, less than 05% were enrolled 
in any Sunday School, and less 
than 51% attended Sunday 
school regularly. But 1507, or 
96% of eligible pupils, were en- 
rolled in Week-Day Religious Ed- 
ucation classes. 

It relates religion to the child's 
daily experience. Religion ceases 
to be an experience for Sunday 
only, and bcomes a part of daily 
life. Yet Sunday schools report 
increased attendance from those 
who take Week-Day Religious Ed- 
ucation. Each child will leam to 
love his own church more. 

It gives supplementary instruc- 
tion of high quality. Thirty min- 
utes on Sunday morning with vol- 
untary teachers is conceded to 
be Inadequate for the child's re- 
ligious needs. The skilled teach- 
ers in the week-day program help 
greatly to give the child a bet- 
ter understanding of religion. 
The children learn respect for re- 
ligion as a subject deserving care- 
ful study by thinking minds, and 
deserving of more time than can 
be given in the Sunday schools 
alone. 

It encourages the child to at-

September 26th to October 3rd 
has been set aside by rural and 
city churches * throughout the 
United States as Religious Edu- 
cation Week. The 42 Protestant 
denominations are co-operating 
in planning special programs to 
emphasize the importance of 
"Community Foundations" in 
building for a Christian world 
community. Family - night -at- 
home programs, church worker's 
conferences and inter-church ex- 
panded community service activi- 
ties are included in the denomin- 
ational plans. 

American governmental and 
business leaders have joined re- 
ligious officials in endorsing Re- 
ligious Education Week. Approx- 
imately 15,000,000 children and 
young people in the United 
States and Canada todaj are 
without any regular religious in- 
struction. J. Edgar Hoover, di- 
rector of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, in citing the rising 
tide of juvenile crime, endorses 
the nation-wide community ob- 
servance of Religious Education 
Week and feels that it is a prob- 
lem for church workers to help 
solve. 

"Every church organization 
should take an active interest to 
the problems of the young 
people," Mr. Hoover declared, 
and see that their idle hours af- 
ter school, week ends and holi- 
days are filled with wholesome 
recreation, teaching and under- 
standing guidance. Proper appli- 
cation of the aims of Religious 
Education Week will be reflected 
in the results of the nation-wide 
fight against child delinquency." 

The International Council Is 
working cooperatively with the 
42 Protestant denominations, 31 
state councils and hundreds of 
city and county councils of 
churches and religious education 
which will take part in this 13th 
annual observance, in developing 
community-wide programs for the 
week. 

"Christian teaching emphasizes 
the value of every soul," it is said. 
"Without such influences as are 
created by religion and Christian 
teaching, our nation would be in 
danger of grave decline in moral 
standards. With those influences, 
we may advance, slowly though it 
be, toward attainment of indivi- 
dual and national ideals."

Mr. Ickes will not speak sharply to sullen miners, and he will 
not permit any other governmental agency to speak sharply to their 
leader. In order to avoid a clear showdown in an issue which only 
a showdown can settle, he is willing to ask even the Army to sub- 
ordinate its needs to the discontent of miners." 

The rights of the coal mine owners were long ago wiped out to ap- 
pease the demands of labor leaders. Now a move is underway to 
penalize the Army, because labor leaders would rather wrankie over 
wage contracts than get out coal. — 

The nation has been informed that on October 1st draft of fathers 
win begin.

CONGRESS RETURNS TO THE JOB

Washington, D. C. — Senators and Representatives have been 
talking over public affairs with their neighbors and constituents for 
several weeks. According to the latest Gallup poll the majority of 
our people are opposed to drafting fathers. 

There are plenty of differences between the leaders at the two 
ends of Pennsylvania Avenue, but there is a united front on the 
question of carrying the war to terminals in Berlin and Tokyo. 

Naturally there is wide disagreement between the White House and 
Members of Congress over a great many questions relating to the 
home front. But these differences are no greater than exist in the 
Congress itself where every phase of public opinion is expressed 
among the 533 Senators and Representatives. 

Congress showed its excellent good sense by providing immediately 
for hearings on drafting-fathers before the Military Committees of 
the House and Senate. General Marshall and other tops of the Army 
Navy and Selective Service were called upon to outline their views' 
concerning manpower needs. In the meantime the Legislative lead- 
ers declared their readiness to act on the Wheeler and other pro- 
posals as soon as full and satisfactory information was available 
That position is to the credit of Congress because it shows the mem- 
bers are not being influenced by snap-Judgment. 

It is perfectly clear that Congress will insist upon its rights to be

Hoifey Production 
Less for 1943 



Virginia honey production in 
1943 is now estimated at 1,547,000 
pounds, which would be only 58 
per cent of last year's short crop 
of 2,688,000 pounds and less than 
naif the 1941 production of 
3,364,000 pounds, according to a 
recent beekeeper's survey made 
by the Virginia Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service. 

The low production expected 
this year is due to both fewer 
colonies — 119,000 this year which 
f per cent less than in 1942 and 
a much smaller average yield per 
colony, only 13 pounds this year 
as compared with 21 pounds last 
year, in 1941 the average yield 
per colony was 29 pounds. Honey 
for sale In producers' hands on 
August 20 amounted to 526,000 
pounds, only 61 per cent as much 
as the 862,000 pounds available 
at that time last year. 

Of the honey made up to August 
30, beekeepers reported' that for 
the State as a whole cno-third cf 
it came from white clover, about 
10 per cent from sourwood, 8 per 
cent from poplar and 5 per teat 
•ach from sweetclover and sumac. 
Persimmons, basswood, buckwheat 
•nd crimson clover accounted for 
about 3 per cent each with the 
remainder being secured from 
other sources.

GARMENTS TO SAVE NEW 
CLOTH FOR WAR ' 



Up to September 15, more than 
a half million 4-H Clothing Club 
sirls in Virginia and 42 other 
states have answered the nation's 
call to "make and mend for vic- 
tory in 1943." It is* estimated 
that these teen-aged rural girls 
—who are participating in the 
current National 4-H Clothing 
Achievement Activity conducted 
by the Extension Service — will 
save for military purposes vitally 
needed new cloth, and labor that 
otherwise would be used in mak- 
ing several hundred thousand 
civilian articles of wearing ap- 
parel. 

The 4-H seamstresses will effect 
this saving by making over or 
mending their family's old gar- 
ments, transforming them into 
up-to-date creations by rede- 
signing, adding new notes of ac- 
cent, dyeing a different color, and 
other tricks in altering and re- 1 
styling.
